ORIGIN OF THE CHARGE OF DISLOYALTY. 

The charge that Catholics are disloyal to the civil govern- 
ment of this and other nations is not new. It has been a fea- 
ture for the past two or three hundred years, but ever since 
he beginning of the Christian Era. Indeed, this same cal- 
umny was brought against the Divine Founder of the Catholic 
Church. “And they bewan to accuse Him saying: We have 
found this man perverting our nation, and forbidding to give 
tribute to Caesar, and saying that He is Christ the King.” 
Luke 23:2) This was the formal charge preferred ag- 
ainst JESUS Christ by those who, through envy, sought His 
death. It was these same people who cried out, “We have no 
king but Caesar” (St. John 19:15). Our Lord said that the 
Disciple was not above his Lord, and we are not surprised 
to find this same disingenuous charge made against the Apos- 
tles when they went forth to préach the Gospel: “And these 
all do contrary to the decrees of Caesar, saying that there is 
another King, JESUS.” (Acts 17.7). The early Christians 
Were accused of plotting against Rome, and all through the 
ages since the charge of dis!oyalty has been repeatedly made, 
and as constantly proven to be false. We know how ihsincere 
the Jewish leaders were in making their charges against 
Christ and the Apostles.
